Furze in Bloom. 


The remarkably mild weather which 
preceded the recent cold spell brought so 
many plants into bloom before their time 
that 1 was hardly surprised to see furze 
bushes almost in full bloom near Carrick- 
mines the other day. The little golden 
flowers, which caused the great Swedish 
botanist, Linnaeus, to burst into exclama- 
tions of delight when he first beheld them 
on Wimbledon Common (the furze does 
not grow tm Northern Scandinavia), some- 
times persist in sheltered places through- 
out the whole winter. It was this circum- 
stance, which gave rise to the old proverb 
—** Love is out of season when the furze 
is out of blossom.’’ The fires which are 
frequently seen on the Dublin and Wick- 
low Mountains are nearly always due to 
the burning of furze, and it is otten 
assumed that this is caused by mere care- 
lessness, or even with tmuschievous or 
malicious intent. The truth of the matter 
is that sheep-farmers burn furze to the 
ground when its stems become too high 
and woody, so that a supply of green suc- 
eulent shoots may be secured to their 
sheep. The double-flowering variety of 
furze is a delightful plant for gardens, 
and compares favourably with its more 
refined relations, broom and genista. 


Belfast Authors. 


After reading my recent paragraph on 
Belfast authors a Northern correspondent 
has written pointing out that there are a 
number of well-known Ulster men of 
letters who seem to have been forgotten 
nowadays. He mentions Henry Joy, who 
wrote a history of Belfast in 1817; Dr. 
William Brennan (1754-1820), who 
achieved considerable fame as a poet and 
was the first to use the phrase, “ the 
Emerald Isle '; Dr. Samuel Bryson, the 
earliest scholar of Irish in Belfast; Sir 
Henry Pettifer, explorer and traveller, who 
later became a British Ambassador in 
China, and Sir Alexander M‘Donnell, son 
of the founder of the Belfast Medical 
School, and for thirty years Resident Com- 
missioner of National Education. Other 
names mentioned are :—Sir James Emerson 
Tennent, Sir Joseph Napier, Robert Ship- 
boy Macadam, Francis Davis, John Murray 
Fisher and Thomas O'Hagan, the first 
Roman Catholic Lord Chancellor of Ire- 
Jand since the time of James II. 


The Evil Eye. 


Some time ago, during a visit to a 
friend’s house, | was admiring some fine 
specrmens of palms, when my hostess re- 
marked that these decorative plants had 
recentiy put forth some new shoots, and 
these, to her great disappointment, had 
suddenly withered. She rather surprised 
me by attributing this condition to the 
influence of a certain individual who had 
examined them when they first began to 
appear, and who, she was convinced, had 
‘the evil eve.” I was, of course, aware 
that this is one of the most prevalent of 
Irish superstitions, but I hardly expected 
to find it in a modern drawing-room. The 
belief in the evil eye is derived from Balor, 
the great Fomorian chieftain, who 
possessed one eye, which exercised such a 
baleful influence that he could put a whole 
army to flight by merely opening it. It 
is related that when Balor was a youth his 
father’s druids used to concoct their spells 
in a closed room over a boiling cauldron, 
which apparently contained similar in- 
yredients to those the witches used in

Guineas again with Witch Elm. 

His only other classic success was with 
Night Hawk in the 1014 St. Leger, but he 
bred Minoru, who won, the 2,000 Guineas and 
Derby in 1909 for King Edward.

A GREAT WINNER, 

All these were bred at the Tully Stud, as 

was Prince Palatine, whom he sold to Mr. T 
Pilkington. Prince Palatine won the St. 
Leger and more than £36,000 for Mr. Pilking- 
ton before being sold to Mr. J. B. Joel. for 
£40,000. 
The value of the Tully Stud when Lord 
Wavertree presented it to the nation as a 
property was computed at nearly £100,000, 
but the gift included also stallions, brood 
mares, all the yearling fillies, the foals and 
the horses in training. 

Lord Wavertree was elected a member of 
the Jockey Club in 1920. He was as 
interested an steeplechasing as in flat racing, 
and won the Grand National with The Soarer 
in 1896.

F “If you as much as reimcactt gies in te the 
epartment containing gases w thing 
might go up,” Professor P. Kapitza, the 
eminent Russian scientist. who is carrying 
on reséarches in the Jaboratory, told a

“If there is an escape of hydrogen in here 
it would immediately ring an alarm through- 
out the building and stop all the machinery: 
Those shutters in the roof are of light 
aluminium,’ so that if there is any explosion 
the gases. blow them open easily a xd escape 
as quickly .as possible. ; 

“In here we cannot use any liquid air, 
because that contains oxygen, and if by any 
accident the oxygen became mixed with the 
hydrozen it would make the highest explosive 
in the world.” 


A MINOR EARTHQUAKE. 


Professor Lord Rutherford, the director of 
the Cavendish Laboratory, explained that the 
atom will not be split in the new building, 
but so amazing are the experiments that they 
at all events have to be carried out in a 
“split ”” sécond. 

A huge eléctrical generator provides current 
of tens of thousands ef amperes—comparable 
with the output of one of the largest power 
stations. So intense is this current that the 
experiment must be completed in the hun- 
dredth part of a second. 

The expe:iment is actually carried out at 
the other end of the hall—eighty feet away 
from the generator, The reason for this is 
that the sudden shock to the machine caused 
by the production of the large instantaneous 
current causes a minor earthquake wave to 
travel out in all directions. This wave would 
upset the experiment completely if it was not 
so far away that it is over before the earth- 
quake wave arrives. 

All round us a ‘‘dance of the atom ' is 
always going on, but in this laboratory the 
dance will be stilled. 

Lord Rutherford said: “One can never 
foresee the future, but I think that while 
it might be possible to disintegrate the atom 
if we got fields strong enough, the 
fields required would have to be very much 
stronger than we can hope to produce even 
by the new methods.’’ 

Lord Rutherford pointed out that almost 
the whole of our modern system of radio 
communication is ultimately dependent on the 
knowledge obtained of the electron. With 
the new laboratory we shall be able to con- 
duct experiments in this country without 
going to Holland or Berlin or elsewhere,

SEGRAVE MEMORIAL

Like the rain, the influenza falls alike 
upon the just and the unjust. ‘Nobody 
knows precisely what it is. Doctors, 
naturally, differ on the . matter, pnd all 
their efforis to isolate the germ—if, 
indeed, it ís a‘ gértn—hiate” failed com. 
pletely. The mere mention of a bacillus is 
sufficient to frighten most people; they 
will accept without question the statement 
that they swallow thousands of millions 
of streptococci—or whatever the little 
wretches may be—every time they draw a 
breath. Influenza probably is as old. as 
history, and, doubtless, will last until: the 
end of time. In its simpler manifesta- 
tions it gives no cause for undue alarm. 


and a few days in bed genefally will 
suffice to cure the normal patient; but 
no risks ought to be taken. . An ‘attack of 
influenza; lowers the, body's resistance to 
disease in general, and its after-effects 
are likely to be exceedingly tiresome, if 
not positively dangerous. . The safest 
course, therefore, is to retire to bed at 
the first symptoms, leaving nature to do 
the rest. Fortunately, of recent years 
the type of influenza that has been laying 
the inhabitants of these islands low has 
been comparatively harmless. It has very 
little in common with the terrible plague 
that sept Europe in the summer. and 
autumn of 1918, claiming hundreds of 
thousands of lives, and causing far more 
casualties than the war which was raging 
at the time. Al) sorts of theories have 
been advanced to account for that visita- 
tion, but nobody yet has been able to 
explain it in a satisfactory manner. 
Apparently, an epidemic of that kind 
comes about once in every generation, It 
vanishes as. mysteriously. as. it arrives, 
and medical science is completely baffled 
by, its vagaries. The virulence of the 1948 
attack may, or may not, have had some 
connection with the War; the fact is that 
every subsequent year has seen a milder 
form of attack. No doubt, the best way in 
which to avoid influenza is not to think 
about it. Public health authorities advise 
abstention from crowded places and the 
ordinary precautions against chills. Once 
influenza strikes, however, a pair of warm 
blankets make the best physician. The 
man who tries to fight it on his feet is 
a fool, and a menace to his fellows.

The Decay of Cricket. 


On Wednesday leading members of th: 
M.C.€C. were in conclave with Mr. J. H 
Thomas, Secretary for the Dominions. 
The meeting lasted for more than an hour, 
and the Attorney-General was present. it 
seems that Mr. Thomas—fresh from Mr. 
de Valera’s body-bowling—desired - full 
details of the controversy between the 
Australian Board of Cricket Control and 
the M.C.C. We have, however, the ve- 
assuring—though cautious—statement that, 
“ as far as can be ascertained, there is no 
question of the Dominions: Office beinz 
associated in any way in the dispute.” 
Can we blame the intelligent foreigner’s 
failure to plumb the mysteries of the 
British character? Hundreds of years ago 
a scornful gift of tennis balls provoked a 
crisis between France and England. Now 
in an enlightened century, which has 
evolved the League of Nations, differences 
over a game have provoked. such a crisis 
between two parts of the British. Empire 
that the: British Govetnment Kas’ Begun 
to be cóncerned. The affair is a reductio 
ad absurdum of the modern craze for 
sport. Until recently cricket, England’s 
national game, was in fact: a national joy. 
It was played in the most “chivalrous 
spirit, was a social *bontl™and inspired 
fine literature. To-day it has been com- 
mercialised, professionalised and journal- 
ised—if we may coin a word—into an 
almost obscene parody of its former seif. 
The fatal patronage of a vulgar Press has 
put it, in the minds of millions, on the 
same plane with war and politics. Al 
the ancient amenities have vanished from 
a game in which only victory counts. The 
present Test matches have been troubléd 
not only by the leg-theory business, but 
by the bad manners of Australian crowds 
and by commercial quarrels; a new dis: 
pute was reported yesterday over the pay- 
ment of the amusement tax in Queensland! 
In short, ‘‘ first-class’ cricket has lost its 
dignity, its sporting quality and its social 
charm, and has become, internationally, 
a peril rather than a bond of peace, 
Many wise people would rejoice if Test 
matches were stopped, if most of the 
county committees were permitted to MA. 
bankrupt, and if the stricken game were 
left to the universities and the village

Dublin Painters. 


The Dublin Painters’ Society, which is 
holding its annual exhibition at present. 
has become by virtue of age—as it has 
become for other reasons—an institution of 
Ireland. It was founded originally, under 
the leadership and auspices of Mr.. Paul 
Henry, to afford a chance to those younger 
artists whose work at the time was 
not ‘welcomed with any particular 
eagerness by the Royal Hibernian 
Academy. The Society's (member- 
ship was, and still is, limited to 
twelve, and every. member may hang a 
certain number of pictures at the annual 
exhibition, and is privileged to use ‘the 
group's gallery for a “- one-man show ”’ 
once a year. The virtue of this little 
society was that it imposed no canons of 
school or yenre upon its members; what. 
ever 4 méihber wished to éxhibit he was 
allowed to exhibit, Members, however, 
were not picked at random, and to-day the 
group includes some 6f those distinctive 
painters who are putting Ireland “ upon 
the. map ” of art. Whether the group is 
still as necessary as it used to be is a 
questionable point. When it was founded, 
the young artist had a poor chance in 
Ireland ; his work obtained no advertise- 
ment, and, truly or falsely’ he Gould com 
plain that it received little reeognition- 
from the pundits of art in Dublin. To-day 
recognition is coming. though slowly. The 
same artists who constitute the Dublin 
Painters’ group have their works. hang ip.

Mr. de 
Valera’s Party, it says, were able to ex- 
ploit the anti-British feeling which, un- 
fortunately, still exists in Southern 
Ireland, and they did not hesitate to use 
vulgar and indefensible pn against 
the Secretary of State for the Dominions, 
in order to gain their ends. Yet Mr. de 
Valera has not asked for a mandate to 
declare a republic and leave the British 
Commonwealth of Nations. That is still 
described as an ultimate objective. For the 
present he wishes to remain in_ the 
Commonwealth, receiving all the advan- 
tages of that position, and rejecting what- 
ever he chooses to call its disadvantages. 
He professes to be anxious to negotiate an 
agreement with Great Britain, but he must 
realise that in negotiation he must be pre- 
pared to give as well as to take. So far 
his absolute inability to see this has been 
an obstacle to any advance, ‘‘ Neverthe- 
less, we have to recognise thatt for the 
time being his policy has undoubtedly re- 
ceived the approval of the majority of the 
Irish Free State electors. In this country 
we are anxious: that the friendship and 
association between the two peoples should 
be maintained. Some accommodation on 
some points may be necessary, in order to 
preserve them, and Mr. Thomas and his 
colleagues have certainly not shown any 
lack of disposition to be reasonable 
negotiators, taking into consideration all 
the circumstances of the Irish Free State. 


Co-operative Societies. 


The Chancellor of the seen 
appointed a committee last yea®8o hold an 
inquiry into the position of co-operative 
societies under the law appertainang to 
income tax, and its report is likely to be 
issued before long. According to rumour, 
the committee intends. to recommend that 
co-operative societies shall be made 
liable for income tax Schedules © and D, 
just as other trading concerns, and, if this 
recommendation is accepted, the Treasury 
is likely to reap a very appreciable sum. 
Taxation of these societies, which are 
numerous, has long been called for by the 
private trader, who asserts that they are 
benefited and encouraged greatly in their 
trading activities by the absence of the 
usual taxation, even though they pay a 
fixed sum every year on their working. 


The Delegation to Washington,

It was after the 
House of Commons had decided against 
the taxing of newsprint that the matter 
was referred to the Advisory Committee 
An amendment to delete this item from 
the free list of the Import Duties Bill was 
defeated in Parliament by 317 to 69. After 
the division Mr. Chamberlain explained 
why the Government had included news- 
print in the free list. He said that the 
yovernment had been impressed by the 
strong representations’ which had been 
inade by independent newspapers that 
newsprint should be allowed in free. ‘‘ We 
attached so great importance,” he said, “to 
the preservation of the independence of 4 
large number of newspapers through the 
country that we did not wish to do anv- 
thing hastily which might imperil that 
independence.’

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FREE STATE CIVIL 
SERVICE, 


THE QUESTION OF 


ARBITRATION. 
—-—-@-—--- 


At yesterday s sitting of the Civil Service 
Commission in Dublin, Mr. H. P. Boland, 
Assistant Secretary to the Department of 
Finance, continued his evidence regarding 
staff representation. 

He said that certain disabilities existed in 
England in regard to civil servants, which 
were not in existence in the Free State. In 
England, for example, there was an Act which 
forbade civil servants from joining any asso- 
ciation not confined to Government services, 
or which was concerned with politics. This 
was in consequence of the general strike, he 
added. 

Civil servants in Engiand could not be 
affiliated to the Trades Union Council, as in 
Ireland; nor could they go on strike. An 
Act of 1925, in fact, made it a felony for 
anyone to incite a civil servant to do so. 

In his opinion, the degree of accessibility 
between employés and heads of departments 
was greater in the Free State than in Eng- 
land, and the same might be said as regards 
accessibility to Ministers. ‘‘ Ministers here 
in the Free State take far more interest in 
the work of their departments than is done 
in London,”’ he said. 

Continuing his evidence, Mr. Boland dealt 
with the question of arbitration as it affected 
the Civil Service. No proposals, he said, 
had yet been made on the subject to the 
Ministry of Finance, so that his evidence 
would be confined to certain suggestions in 
connection with the present situation, 

No scheme of arbitration could be allowed 
to take the place of the authority of Parlia- 
ment, but in practice the overriding authority 
of Parliament was little more than theo- 
retical, so that the real consideration was the 
freedom of the Minister for Finance as the 
controlling party. 

In his opinion, arbitration would cost a 
great sum to the service, and it might also 
ave the effect of making other services feel 
that they should enjoy the same advantages.

Before IL deal with the racing, the 
regretted death of Lord Wavertree has to be 
mentioned, He had a long association with 
ireland, beginning with the purchase of the 
luliy estate in Kildare, where he founded 
the splendid stud that he presented en Lloe 
to the Government during the war, and 
which, under Sir Henry Greer’s management, 
has contributed such an important page to 
the history of the Turf. 

It is thirty-seven years since Colonel Hall. 
Walker, as he was then, won the Grand 
National with The Soarer, whom he had 
bought from the voung subaltern of the 9th 
Lancers whó is now General Sir David Camp- 
bell, and before that he had been closely 
connected as owner and jockey with’ Gallo- 
way racing. 

AS BREEDER AND OWNER. 

His interest in jumping he always retained, 
and since the war he had All White, who 
made several unsuccessful onslaughts on the 
National. It was, however, as a breeder and 
owner of horses that ran on the flat that he 
is best known. Minoru, whom he leased to 
the late King Edward, came from his stud, 
and so did the smashing Prince 
whom he sold to Mr. Tom Pilkington. 

Horses tliat carmed his own colours with 
great distinction were Cherry Lass, a winner 
of the (mís, who was probably only robbed 
of the St. Leger through going wrong before 
the race; Polar Star, a great winner of the 
Jubilee as a three-year-old, and also of a 
Manchester Cup; White Eagle, a winner of 
the City and Suburban, who became a great 
sire at Tully through hia mares; Night 
Hawk (who brought off a 50 to 1 chance in 
the St. Leger), Watch Elm, like Cherry. Lass, 
a classic winner; and the unfortunate Black 
Arrow. an outstanding two-year-old, 
had long been suffering, and which’ had 
clouded his career on the Turf. 

DAM OF SANSOVINO. 

The mare, Jean’s Folly, was responsible for 
a good deal of the success of his stud, and 
he parted with Gondoletite, the dam of Sanso- 
vino and so many others that have brought 
fame to the stud of Lord Derby. 

Lord Wavertree had a number of brothers, 
all of them keenly interested in racing—Mr., 
Monre Walker, who owned horses many vears 
ago; Sir Peter, who had good steeplechasers 
like Albuera and Flutterer; Mr. Barclay 
“Valker, who won the Ascot Gold Cup with 
Santorb, and Mr, Reid. Walker, who won two 
Gold Cups with Invershin. Of all of them only 
the last-named now remains. 

The fact that horses had been confined to 
mild read work for nearly a fortnight was 
responsible for the small fields that prevailed 
here to-dey, and the absence of most of the 
important ones. Remus and Coup de Chapeau. 
engaged respe tively in the Mole Steeplechase 
and the Prince of Wales's Steeplechase, were 
not started. hut opport inities will come for 
both te nave a run next week. 
FRENCH HORSE WINS.

TYRONE ACCIDENTS. 


WOMAN DROWNED: MAN 
BURIED ALIVE. 


Two fatal accidents, occurring in the same 
district withm twenty-four hours of each 
other, are reported from Moy, a small market 
town in County Tyrone. 

While Mrs. Letitia Johnson, of Drummond, 
Moy, was seated in her farm cart awaiting 
some coal from a store, the horse became 
restive and plunged into the River Black- 
water. Both Mrs. Johnson and the horse 
were drowned. Mrs. Johnson was a widow, 
aged about sixty-five years. 

A young man named Peter McRory, of 
Abbeyhaine, Co. Armagh, a plumber, lost his 
life when, as he was engaged fitting pipes 
some twenty feet below the surface, the 
banks collapsed, and he was buried in the 
fall of earth. He had been entombed for 
some little time before he was extricated. 
He then showed signs of life, but had died 
before a doctor arrived.
